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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The title of ttie invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. Also, the applicant has a 
plurality of application having the same title, each application should have a unique title 
to aid in the examination process. 

Priority 

The reference to the prior applications in the first sentence of the specification 
should be updated. Also, the current status of all nonprovisional parent applications 
referenced should be included. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention lacks 
patentable utility. The claim positively recites a combination of a jacket surrounding the 
heart which is non-statutory because human body portions are non-statutory. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 18-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sutton(5,224,363). Sutton teaches a sleeve, column 3 line 34, made from a knit metal, 
column 3 line 25, including stainless steel, column 2 line 9. The examiner is taking the 
position that all knit material has directional expansion properties and therefore are 
expandable. The sleeve is capable of performing the recited functional language set 
forth in the claims. The sleeve could be adjusted by gathering excess material and . 
securing the excess with sutures. 



Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long!, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 
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Claims 1 8, 20-23 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine 
of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 2, 4-6, and 9- 
18 of copending Application No. 10/639,875. Although the conflicting claims are not 
identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the differences are 
obvious modifications in the scope of the claims. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US Patents 5,188.813; 1,965,542; 5,074.129; 2,278,926; 
and 6,089,051 teach related metal material.
